Maine Railroad main line, Cost of a bypass could be as much as $2 million, and 
construction would be completed in an estimated five years. 
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western bypass would begin in the vicinity of Quality Carwash on 


Main Street, north of the junction of routes 38 and 129, and would rejoin Main 
Street across the Richmond Street bridge now under construction. A key part of 
the proposal would be another bridge which would cross the tracks at an angle 
not far from the present carwash site. 


A bypass that would go east of 
the center remains the DPW's 
most favored route, but a simple 
updating of the present Main 
Street of the highways 
hasn't been ruled out as. means of

It is not a question of the age of the drinker, he says it is a 
question of drinking. The police, he says, have been instructed 
to remove anyone violating school department policy. 


Dear Citizens 

Tt has come to my attention as a 
result of the Andover-Wilmington 
football game last Saturday that a 
great deal of drinking of alcoholic 
beverages is taking place at our 
athletic events. The School Com- 
mittee policy regarding this sub- 
ject is as follows: 

“The use of, serving of, or con- 
sumption of any alcoholic 
beverages on school property or at 
school functions is prohibited. 

Further, any student shall be 
barred from any school 
activity, if he or she has been 
drinking alcoholic beverages prior 
to his or her attendance at or par- 
ticipation in said school-sponsored 
activity.” 

It should be made perfectly 
clear that age is not the crucial 
issue here. The refraining from 
drinking alcoholic beverages on 


school premises applies to all in 
attendance. Effective immediate- 
ly we are instructing the police of- 
ficers on duty to enforce our police 
and to remove anyone in violation 
of this ruling. 

I'm sure you will agree with me 
that a situation such as this, left 
unchecked or unsupervised, could 
bring about unfortunate cir- 
cumstances and threaten the safe- 
ty of all in attendance. » I can't 
allow that to happen. Further- 
more, any student of the 
Wilmington Public Schools 
drinking at such an event will be 
dealt with by being suspended 
from school as well as being 
ejected from the game. This is a 
school-sponsored activity and 
students will adhere to our school 
policies.
